A large gathering filled the hall 
of the institution. The occasion 
being tho annual (luinmencement. 
The country folks f(»r miles around 
showing (heir sincere kindly in- 
terest in lh<» schoo'. 

There were about a hundred 
leaehers in the audience. They 
droye out from Spartanburg, which 
is but thn'c milos away. Nothing 
in their stay at the State Summer 
School will inspire them inoro.

'i'he classes of deaT pupils almost 
startled the audience with their 
good training. 

'i'he ])rimary cla.«(.ses were 
(inestions bj* means of signs, 
answers to all questions 
written lapidly, accurately 
n(>jitly up<in the blackboard. 

Tin* advanced pupils were given 
questions orally. With eyes in- 
tent npon (he lips of the .syinj>a(he(ic 
teacher, the jinpils without liesita- 
ti(>ns giasped the difficult algebraic 
(luesfions and in a short time 
evolved (he solntion on (he black- 
board. Quesdons in notaiion, 
numbers of seven figures were 
caught from the teachoi's lips and 
changed Io visible characters by 
Ihe deft fingers of the deaf. 

Ibit what was more like the very 
manifcslions of provitlence was Ihe 
intelligont speaking of (he dumb ! 
One of the leaehers whom Ihe little 
ones loved asked a cla.ss of four 
a few simple (piestions. They 
watched (he workin-js of her lips 
and answered. S( range and weird 
(hese melalie mechnical voices, ye( 
it was "(he voice of understand- 
ing." It was an unnatural, labor- 
ed spe(>ch, but Ihe dislinctness with 
wliieh some of them enunciated was 
surprising. The Lord's pray<^ was 
r(>cit<>d as wer<> some verges of 
nurs<iry rliyine. 

Mr. H. It Smoal*, ol Spailan- 
bu'g, " read" a well wriHen essay 
on Tinirod. Mr. Smoak is a niut««.

In his remarks to the graduating 
class, Capt. Walker stated that he 
had frt>qHently been asked if all of 
the graduates of Cedar Springs are 
successful in life, in other words, 
self sui>poi ling The answer is (hat 
a l.irge per cen( of thom are. 

This insddidon does its work well 
in fitting (he afilicted for (he ba(tlc 
of life. H, has, commercially speak- 
ing, a well equipped plant, it has 
healthful surroundings, .and it has 
great hearted, sympathedc (each- 
ers. AVhenever (he scIkhiI loses a 
(eacher, (he coun(ry is searched for 
a coinpe(en( success.>r. No teacher 
will be kept in the instilndon un- 
less, in addidon to (raining and 
capaciiy, is added the sympadiy of 
a loving ami patiend and sympathe- 
dc n:»(ure. 

Cedar Springs is a hLstoiic site. 
There is a splendi<l spring gushing 
from the foot of a group of hills. 
Around this spring cluster memor- 
ifts of Revolutionary camp fires 
To-day it furnishes (he water supply 
for (he school. 

In ISKi Newton P. Walker ac- 
«iuired possession of an old inn at 
(he top of the hill from which (his 
spring is born. Here h* conducicd 
a private school. Ho took a class 
of five deaf children into (he school 
and his e(Tor(s were ennvned wi(h 
such gratifying succe.ss that he de- 
voted himself (hereaffer to the edn- 
cadon of the deaf. Mr. W^alkor 
added a d<>par(,ment for the blind 
in 1855. In 1857 (he institution was 
taken under (he control of (heSfa(e 
and an appi-opriation made for the 
erection of adc<pni(e buildings. 

The main building wtvserecied in 
1S.")8. The building in which the 
school had it»s beginning is stand- 
ing, and is used as a school for deaf 
and blind neijioes. This building 
is dangerous to (he heaKh of (he 
inma(es, it is .so old and mn.>>i(y, and 
will Vie (orn away soon, as a bean- 
dful building for the negrt^es has 
just been ■•.mii>l.>t,i.t .ii -i n.^^t ,>f 
*5>0,0(>0. 

The fouiHier ui ih(> iiisimiiion 
died in 18t)l. His wife, Mi-s. Martha 
Ti. Walker, had been a faithful co- 
worker, and she then became the 
execntive head, and with the a.ssist- 
ance of her son, who is now super- 
intendent, she ran thci school with 
success until (he close of the war. 
The school closed in \SC>!^, bu( was 
reopened in 18(')r.. With varying 
fortune and ill fortune the school 
was conducted under Radical rule. 
Tho W.ilkeis resigned in 187.! and 



for throe yeara the the institution 
was close<l on account of an order 
from the board of commissioners 
tha( negro children " when admided 
must be domiciled in the same 
building, mu.st eat at (he same table, 
etc., with the white pupils." The 
trustees at that time were Governor 
F. J. Moses, Comptroller General 
J. L. Neagle and J. K. Jillson, sup- 
erintendent of education, a Radical 
triumvirate. 

Order being restored in 1876, the 
school was reopened, and is to-day 
doing a great work for the State, 
for hnmauity and for God. The 
Slate makes an annual appropria- 
tion of *-20,000 and the scIkwI has 
no other revenue — yet it thrives 
wi(h it« 15 or 18 teachers and 175 
wards. It is said that although 
nearly every State has such au in- 
sdtution, no other is conducted on 
such an econemic scale, and yet 
successfully. 

It has been proved tha( these un- 
fortunate little ones are ready for 
tho class room at the age of 9 to 10 
years. The cour.se of the institu- 
tion extends over a {>eriod of ten 
years. The object of instruction is 
to make them think — and to think 
in (he English language. At first 
the deaf think in signs. They are 
harder to teach than the blind, al- 
though (he blind must have ap- 
pliances and apparatus wiih which 
to train them. 

THE EQUIPMENT 
is in every way oomplete, (hough 
not as extensive as it will ye( be- 
come. This is the first institution 
in the S(a(e (o have steam heat in 
its dormitories. There is also a 
complete system of wat«rworks, 
electric lighting, a laundry, a small 
cold s(orage house and everything 
in the way of cenveniences. 

The first school gymnasium built 
in this Slate was erected at Cedar 
Spring. This is a predy little s(ruo 
(ure whoso locadon will soon be 
changed in order to make room for 
the uew school building. For the 
legisladon last winter gave 120,000 
for the erection of a new building. 
The main building will then becon- 
vcr(ed into dormitories and dining 
hall. 

The children are obedient, faith- 
ful and kind to each o(her, imbib- 
ing a spirit of patience and for- 
l»earance from the example of their 
prepep(<>i'8. The lidle ones have, of 
course, a spiril of (dayfulness and 
imlulge in sundry innocent pranks. 
They ar«> ambidous and are glad to 
take advanlageof every opportunity 
to learn. It is nadiral that all other 
sens«» are quickened in proportion 
to (he deficiency of sight or hearing. 

The new building will be three 
slories with an ell on each side. It 
will be devoted (o class rooms, art 
coiiservalory and music rooms. 
There will be a large and well ar- 
range<l auditorium on the first floor. 
The work of building will be com- 
menced at once. 

The niachineiy hall, like every- 
thing else here, starte^l modestly 
but is now conducted on an ex- 
tensive .scale. The boys are here 
(aught useful (rades. W^hile the 
blind are capable of becoming ex- 
perl musicians, Jlyp«'writer8 and 
linguists, the de^f learn the trades. 
There is a neat little printing ofUce 
where the catalogues and all job 
work of the in.stitudon are printed 
by (he deaf pupils. There is also a 
deiMrtmcnt where cari>entry is 
(aught. Brooms, brushes and cane 
chairs are made here. A tailer 
shop will be started this Fall. 

The negro department will be 
given new life in tho next session. 
The «'lean and pretty new building 
will l>e(XM>upied then. This depart- 
ment was inaugurated in 1883, and 
has proved a success and a blessing. 
Negio teachers proved a failure 
and white (eachers conduct the 
negi-o school. 

The scliool has a farm of 157 
acres which supplies the table. 
Here the hoys are taught farm life. 
The little girls are also taught 
many domestic and useful habits. 

There have lieen C>:\7 l>eneficiaries 
of the institution since it started. 
Some of (he best men in the State 
have been interested in its progreM. 
Conspicuous among them are the 
names of C. G. Memmiuger, secret- 
ary of the Coufedftrate treasury ; 
the late Rev. Peter J. Shand, of 
Columbia ; (iovernors Hampton, 
Hagood and Thompson, Hon. T. J. 
Moore, D. K. C^juveise, John F. 
Ficken and others.

iiHt of cases not fnily deaf ati'1 
blind. The detached information 
in regard to the lives and characters 
of the names on the lists, indicates 
not only that no pains have been 
spared to secnre aeciirHte and full 
data, but also a more or less in- 
timate acquaintance on the part of 
the author with quite a namt>er of 
the pers/^»MS named. Katie McGirr, 
Orris Bensrin and Stanley Robinson, 
of the New York Institution for the 
Deaf, and Helen Keller and Linnie 
Flauuewood, are treated more at 
length by the author. Letters and 
specimens of their writing are in- 
dudefl in the longer sketches. The 
article f)n " Early Steps in the 
Education of the Deaf-Blind, " by 
Dora Donald, is reprinted from the 
AHsociaiion Review, and the "Re- 
port, of the Iowa State Hoard of 
Control," by the same author, is also 
Wipublished, The early work of 
I.«stie Oren, of Ohio, is tra<^«<] by 
his teacher, Ada E. Lyon, and the 
careers of Eli7Jibeth Robin, Thomas 
Stringer, and Eolith M. Thomas, are 
relate*! by Anna Gardner Fish 
A very interesting case is dej»cribed 
in the " Notes on Maud Safford," 
by Ada Buckles, her teacher. I>is- 
lie Oren and Maud Safford are 
taught at home by special teachers 
ted for the purj)ose by the 
ritendent of the Ohio Institu- 
tion for the Deaf, with which school 
thej' are officially connected. It is 
almost unnecessary to say that 
Elizabeth Robin, Toman Stringer 
and. Eolith M. Thomas are pupils at 
the Perkins Ini>titution for the 
Blind, at South Boston. The bro- 
chure ! sketch of Miss 
Jane I',.,.. ,.,.„.. -A Ixtudon, Eng- 
land, an attractive personality. 
She was bom in December, 1872. 
ThT'' - "•"■'•» Is, as Mr. Wade says, 
an ' L exposition of what all 
the deaf-biind should think and do : 
" I will not be waited tifKjn or l>e 
helpe«l in things that I can do my- 
^If. I decline all offers myself 
and wait upon others, and always 
find IhinfTH for them. Ft fakcw my 
care of^ o mnch 
brighter, i luu at^out, laugh and 
talk, like anylKxly, though I take 
care not to waste the hours as they 
go by." 

A valuable feature of the work is 
thfl bibli(^raphy of the deaf-blind. 
The author shows conclusively 
that previous experience is not 
neceMsary to become a nnccensfnl 
teacherof the deaf blind. He points 
out a most interesting fact educa- 
tionally, in that none o^he many 
tl teachers of this class has 
ev.-i .,,,.1 any tirevions experience 
in the work. A perusal of the lK>ok

Wade j 
favors women as teachers of t ' ' 
d«af-blind, and gives excel). 
rea*wMis why he thinks that itif-*-

Of the extent and quantity of his 
very practical philanthrophy and 
disinterested lubois in behalf of the 
deaf-blind, Mr. Wade himself only 
knows. But in regard to the great 
value of his work many gladly 
testify. Quiet, inotlest, free from 
cant, and a seeker after the truth, 
may his example be an inspiration 
to others to take up this work 
along the wise and practical lines, 
which he follows, and may his life 
long be spared to continue in his 
splendid work in which he is en- 
gaged.
